
 

Considering being a candidate?  Some items of note… 

• The Mayor serves a two year term 

• Council Members serve four year terms 

• There are two Council member seats, and the Mayor seat up for election in the 2020 election 

• There are twelve regular Council meetings per year 

• Additional special or emergency meetings as necessary 

• Regular meetings are held the first Monday of the month, except for holidays, then the first 

Tuesday at 6:00 p.m. 

• Council members will also be asked to serve as liaisons for different departments within the 

City, and will require one additional meeting per month 

• The Mayor receives an annual salary of $1,600 

• Council Members receive an annual salary of $1,000 

• City Office hours are Monday – Friday 8:00 a.m.  - 3:00 p.m. 

• Public Works staff hours generally are Monday – Friday 7:00 a.m. – 3:30 p.m., as well as 

weekends and on-call time as necessary 

• A city email will be provided to you upon election for all official city business, as well as business
